Basevin, Apartment 5~3, who 
stated that she recalled that a person by 'the name of Kara -patnitsky a 
aussian" as she stated, had stayed in the building, but had moved away.

The reporting agent then interviewed Hr. I!. Montalvo, building superin- 
tendent, who stated that he had only been the superintendent for about” one 
year. He mentioned however, that Hiss Elsie Killenger, who had rccentiv 
moved away had formerly been a manager of the building and was quite familiar 
with all tenants. 

On £-4-64 the reporting agent checked the U. 8. Post Office and found 
that Miss Killenger filed a removal. on 10-20-63 to I'jO East 36th street, Hew 
York City, Apartment 3-G. The reporting agent proceeded to that address but 
found that Miss Killenger was not at home.
